ment that the clue to the whole matter is to be found in the fact 
that the Hongkong one-cent piece is worth “more than its weight in 
gold.” stated Mr, Justice P. E. F. Cressail in the course of a judg-~ 
ment which he delivered at the Summary Court yesterday.

The case was that in which the 
Hongkong and Yaumati Ferry 
Company was sued by its former 
employee, Li Leung, of No. 604 
Reclamation Street, first floor, for 
wrongful dismissal. Plaintiff was) 
represented by Mr. H. A. de Barros 
Bolelho, and defendant by Mr. F 
H. Loseby. 

THE JUDGMENT 


Giving Judgment his 
sald: 

In the case the plaintiff claims 
the sum of $334.80 being $300 cash 
deposited by him with the Defen- 
dants as a fidelity bond for the 
due performance of hi. duties: 
$11.50 for half a month’s wages In 
Meu of notice. The sole Issue in- 
volved is whether the Defendant 
company was justified in dis- | 
missing him without notice, The! 
facts proved -to my satisfaction | 
are as follow: 

On Oct. 23, 1937, the Plaintim 
joined the company as what Is 
known as a “reserve ticket collec- 
tor” He recetved no salary but 
was Hable to be called up for ser- 
viee, ff and when, one of the 
permanent staff was away He 
was required to deposit the sum 
oS $100 as security for his good 
behavicur and diligence whilst 
employed by the company 


RESERVE TICKET SELLER 


On April 26, 1938, he was 
promoted Lo "reserve ticket seller” 
and in return for the honour thus 
bestowed on him, he was required 
to produce a further $200 in cash, 
which he did. He, then, ap- 
parently, acted as a substitute for 
some of the ptrmanent ticket 
sellers, and under a most pecullar 
system was pald by them for 
performing the dutles of the 
permanent staff engaged by the 
company. . 

On Sept. 21, 1940, he received 
further "promotion" by being 
placed on the permanent staff and 
thereafter -became a salaried 
employee, 

On Oct. 1, 1940, 
charge of the first class 
“pooth at the Jordan Road 
terminus of the ferry and re- 
mained here until Oct. 16 when he 
‘was transferred to the third class 
ticket booth. This work, he says, 
he found to be far more difficult 
than the former, so he was 
“forced” to engage a gentleman 
by name, Leung Fong, to assist 
him. Be did this, he asserts, be- 
cause he was not used to the 
routine in that office, and, being 
‘a philanthropist drawing $23 a 
‘month, he pald his assistant at 
the rate of $20 a month from his 
own pocket, without telling his 
employers he had done so! 

The inference, 1s, of course, that 
having the Interests of the com- 
pany so much at heart he was 
prepared to reduce his own salary 
to $3 per month, in order to save 
“the company money. « 


TURNSTILES TAMPERED 


Nothing further seems to have 
happened until Oct. 24 when, very 
‘inconsiderately, certain officials uf 
the company paid a surprise visit 
‘to the ticket booth presided over 
by the plaintiff ‘and found that 
the mechanism of the turnstile 
had been tampered with, with the 
result that it was not registering. 
It is not necessary to go into 
details as to how ‘this was done. 
Suffice it to say that there was 
‘an excess of roughly $4 in the 
ticket booth, over and above the 
amount which the meter of the 
-turnstile called for. 

An investigation followed, and 
the plaintiil, his private assistant,

Government To Make

LONDON, Aug. 8 (Reuter) —

OWN OFFICERS 


Henceforth the fire guard will 
torm part of the air raid warden 
service but with thelr own officers 
and organisation. 

Compulsion will reinforce the 
existing volunteers but must not 
diminish thelr numbers and en- 
thusiasm.

pulsory fire guard at places of 
work an assurance that their 
homes are effectively guarded 
during their absence.

BLACK-OUT NOT 
RECENT 


—>—_. 
Defence Tactic 75 
Years Ago 


DENVER.—The “black-out” was 
an accomplished art long before 
bomb-laden warplanes dotted the 
skies over European clties. In 
fact, It was practiced long before 
there were electric lights or even 
before man had concelyed the 
idea ‘of light. 


The black-out was 4 major de- 
fence tactic employed more than 
15 years ago on the Colorado 
dlains by emigrants seeking pro- 
tection against marauding In- 
dians, In 1864, the black-out was 
designed to foll Indian scouts 
Perched on high bluffs and was 
even more efficient than the 1941 
version Is to guard against hign 
flying bombers. 


Mrs. Emma L. Hil] of Pueblo, 
Colorado, who is 90 years old, to- 
day recajled those black-outs of 
the ’60s had thelr effectiveness. 


Sne was only 13 when she first 
experienced them. She was with
